SIR, Peterſburg, May 6, 1776. 


HE eſteem I have always entertained 
for your perſon and abilities, and the 
+ I owe you, require, before every 
thing, that I return you my humble and 
fincere thanks for all the res received of 
you during my ſtay in London, when I had 
the pleaſure of attending your public Lec- 
tures, as well as the W. bir fe, Lying-in 
Hoſpital, under your direction; and alſo for 
the honor you have done me ſince my ab- 
ſence, by ſending me your new-1rvented For- 
ceps with three blades. 

I muſt confeſs, Sir, when firſt you ſhewed 
me the Model of thofe Forceps, the inven- 
tion appeared more curious than materially 
uſeful : I conſidered it as a complex Inſtru- 
ment, the application of which, for that 
reaſon, might be liable to difficultics. 

Theſe were my fentiments when I reccived 
this Inſtrument, and until I experienced its 

utilitv, 
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utility, in two cafes, where, I am ſure; 
without the aſſiſtance of the thrrd blade, it 
would have been impoſſible for me to de- 
liver the mother. 

In the firſt caſe, the patient was a healthy, 
ſtrong young woman, who, on former oc- 
caſions, had eaſy labours ; yet, here it fo 
happened, that after the diſcharge of the 
waters, the child's head remained firmly 
wedged within the Pelvis. In this fituation 
the woman had been in ſtrong labour during 


three days; and when I was called, on en- 


quiry I found her pains ceaſed for near twen- 
ty-four hours : She was extremely weak and 
exhauſted. It was not without great trouble 
I diſcovered that the back part of the head 
had been forced over the 0% Pubis. All 
my endeavours to bring it into a more fa- 
vourable pofition proved ineffectual; the 
1% of Smellie's Forceps alſs proved unjuc- 
cefsfut..

agree, that inſti uwnents are indiſpenſably ne- 
ceſſary; I am of opinion, that even the 
moſt natural cate, under certain circum- 
ſtances, as F/ooumgs, &c. may require their 
Uſe; particularly the Forceps.

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am fully convinced, by a Caſe which lately 


occurred to me: It was in a ſtrong young 
Woman, with a well-formed Pelvis, in her 
firſt Lying-in. The Patient's ſtrength was 
ſo totally exhauſted, by being put too early 


upon Labor by an ignorant Midwife, that 


although the Child's Head was conſiderably 
advanced, the pains were inſufficient to ter- 
minate the Labor. I found the Patient 
motionleſs, and almoſt dead, her extremi- 
ties being cold, even near her body, with 
hardly any pulſe or reſpiration. I was un- 
der the neceſſity of uſing the Forceps ; but 
notwithſtanding I delivered the Patient in a 
few minutes, the died ſoon after. 

I not this a prodf that even the moſt natural 
Caſes, where the ſtrength is exhaujied, ſome- 
times require inſtruments; and if ſo, how 
much more requiſite will be their uſe in de- 
formed Perſons, where there muſt be ſtill 
greater difficulty? 

cannot conclude without ſending you a 
very particular caſe, which I believe de- 
ſerves attention, as I do not remember any 
Author who has mentioned that operation 
which I practiſed with ſucceſs. 

By the Caſe I here incloſe, together with 


three accurate Drawings, of which, Sir, I 


beg your acceptance, you will perceive that 
the head of a big child was torn from the 
body, and left behind in a narrow and diſ- 


torted Pelvis : two ſkilful Accoucheurs had

When I was called for aſſiſtance, the Cæ-

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Mr. S. of B. came to my houſe (about 
five weeks ago) in great haſte, and deſired 
I would vitit his wife as ſoon as poſſible; 
he informed me the had been in /rog la- 
bour for forty-eight hours, attended by a 
Midwife, and for the laſt twelve hours by 
an experienced Accoucheur ; that his wile 
(when he left her) was extremely ill, and 
that her friends expected every moment 
would put a period to her life. Her ſtrength 
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was quit te exhauſted, from having been fo 
long in labor, without the leaſt reſt ; nei- 
ther had ſhe any pains for the laſt ten hours. 
Her pulſe was teeble, and the was ſcarce 
able to ſpzak. On examination, I found 
the ſoft parts ſufficiently dilated, but that 
the cs head was firmly wedged in the Pel- 
Uts ; the occiput projected c onfiderably over the 
tubes; the heal was large and ſolid, and the 
pelo is narrow and d. :/terted. Conſidering 
the preceding circumſtances, I acquainted 
her attendants, that I was fearful of the 
event, but chat the onl y chance ſhe had for 
life was to be delivered as ſoon as poſ- 
{ihie. 

Her Accoucheur propaled the imme- 
aiate perforation of the child's head, as the 
ſhort Foreceps had proved unfaucceſiful, and 
thought there was no other means. to fave 
His patient. —] informed him, as we were 
not certain the child was dead, I wiſhed to 
wake uſe of Dr. Leake's Forceps, before I 
could, with an eaſy conſcience, conſent 
to open the head. He readily agreed, 
although he had never ſeen their uſe before. 
Having cheered up my patient, by telling 
her I was in hopes of faving both her and 
her infant, I empticd the contents of the 
rectum and bladder, then placing her in a 
Proper poſition, and having her well ſup- 
ported, I paſied a Blade of your Forceps 
along th jeft fide of the child's head, and 
the 
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the other along the oppoſite ſide; after lock- 
ing them together, I attempted to make a 
gentle extraction, but was defeated ; for I 
perceived, that the compreſſion of the Blades 
on each fide of the head, as you have ob- 
ſerved in ſuch caſes, rendered the difficul 
ſtill greater, by forcing the Occiput farther 
over the Pubes, and the forchead againſt the 
Sacrum ; I, therefore, had recourſe to your 
Lever (or third Blade), which I wwas able 79 
introduce with eaſe, between the Occiput and 
Pubes, by inclining the handle towards the 
perineum. Having fixed it properly, I 
made a gentle compreſſion, and extracted 
the heed without violence, at the firſt effort, 
and delivered my patient in about ten mi- 
nutes, of a fine, hving Child, to the great 
ſatisfaction of thoſe preſent. My patient 
recovered, and is now in perfect health.
